FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

This  month  we  feature  a  tetradrachm  of  Kyme,  one  of  the  oldest  Aeolian  cities,  traditionally- 
founded  by  the  Amazon  Kyme  who  appears  on  the  obverse.  The  city’s  most  illustrious  son 
was  Euphorus  (c.  405-330  B.C.)  who  was,  with  the  exception  of  Xenophon,  the  most 
important  historian  of  the  fourth  century  B.C.  His  influence  lasted  well  into  the  Roman 
Empire.  The  city  was  destroyed  by  a  severe  earthquake  in  A.D.  1  7.  Its  inhabitants  were  noted 
for  their  easy  going  temperament.  See  B7 1 .

The  moneyer  is  Joli  de  Britolio ,  probably  -  Joli  ‘of  Breteuif  in 
Normandy:  ‘Bristol*  always  keeps  its  medial  5.  or  at  least  a  c  for  Bricg-stow,  “bridge-settlement*. 
Note  the  absence  of  a  copulative  in  this  and  the  preceding  coin.

TREASURE  TROVE  FROM  ANGEVIN  WALES 

GEORGE  C.  BOON 
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On  June  8th  1980,  two  metal-detector  enthusiasts  from  the  Rhondda,  the  Shepherd  brothers, 
discovered  a  spectacular  early  medieval  hoard  on  the  northern  outskirts  of  Cardiff,  at  a  place 
known  as  The  Wenallt  (properly,  Coed-y-Wenallt).  There  were  102  coins,  all  brittle  and  some 
fragmentary;  they  were  brought  to  the  National  Museum  of  Wales  on  the  next  day,  and  it  has 
been  my  pleasure  and  privilege  ever  since  to  study  them,  before  and  after  the  December 
inquest  of  Treasure  Trove.  A  substantial  number  have  been  acquired  by  the  National 
Museum  of  Wales  and  others  by  the  British  Museum  and  other  public  cabinets. 

If  tripling  the  known  total  of  coins  of  the  Empress  Maud  were  not  enough,  the  hoard 
introduces  a  new  ‘baron’  -  Henri  de  Neubourg,  a  younger  son  of  the  first  Earl  of  Warwick 
and  heir  to  the  Marcher  Lordship  of  Gower  -  and  also  hints  at  another,  .  •. .  John,  as  yet 
enigmatic.1  The  coins  of  Henri  de  Neubourg  were  struck  in  the  caput  of  the  Lordship  of 
Gower,  Swansea  (ESWENS,  SWENS,  SVENSHI.  etc.),  so  that  Wenallt  provides  the  novelty 
of  a  new  mint  too.  All  the  coins  are  from  local  dies  and  there  is  nothing  earlier  than  Stephen: 
the  historian  of  Norman  South  Wales  will  hardly  need  to  ask  why,  in  view  of  the  tremendous 
Welsh  onslaught  of  1 136,  and  Stephen’s  growing  problems  elsewhere. 

Class  A,  in  the  summary  which  follows,  corresponds  to  Brooke's  Type  I  -  the  familiar 
cross  moline  and  fleurs;  Class  B,  scarcely  glimpsed  before,  has  the  design  of  a  cross  fleury, 
etc.,  on  a  saltire  fleury  -  there  are  several  small  varieties.  The  Counts  of  Anjou  are  reputed  to 
have  borne  a  very  similar  device,  the  escarbuncle,  from  a  very  early  period;  it  would  be  a 
great  coincidence  if  the  design  on  the  exclusively  Angevin  issues  came  so  close  to  it  purely  by 
accident,  even  though  heraldry  was  only  just  beginning  to  develop  its  distinctions  in  the 
twelfth  century.  Alas,  heraldic  experts  will  not  hear  of  it. 

The  coinage  of  the  Empress  is  usually  attributed  to  about  1138-41.  This  must  be  right 
because  she  did  not  arrive  in  England  until  1 138  and,  in  April  1141,  she  received  the  feudal 
title  of  Domina  Anglorum  (‘Lady  of  the  English’),  equivalent  to  ‘heir  elect’.  This  title  pever 
appears  on  her  coins,  although  she  was  naturally  very  proud  of  it  and  used  it  in  virtually  all 
her  subsequent  charters.  If  this  line  of  argument  is  correct,  it  must  thereby  follow  that  our 
Class  B  likewise  falls  before  April  1141,  and  that  the  Wenallt  hoard  belongs  to  a  scarcely 
later  date.  Stephen's  capture  at  Lincoln  in  the  preceding  February  marks  the  apogee  of  the 
Angevin  cause;  a  new  design  may  well  have  been  introduced  into  the  coinage  as  a  result  of 
what  must  have  seemed  decisive  victory,  needing  only  a  coronation  to  consummate  it.  That, 
of  course,  never  happened. 

The  coins  are  mostly  light-weight.  Taking  the  sequence  of  33  from  the  same  dies,  struck  by 
Bricmer  at  Cardiff  (CAIERDI)  for  the  Empress,  the  range  is  from  \1\  down  to  10  grains, 
with  an  average  of  13;  and  the  coins  as  a  whole  offer  a  novel  explanation  of  a  difficulty  of  the 
Welsh  Laws  attributed  to  Hywel  Dda.  He  died  as  early  as  950,  but  the  earliest  recension  of 
the  Laws  is  late  twelfth  century.  Now  in  the  Laws  there  is  reference  to  two  different  sorts  of 
penny  -  the  ‘legal’  and  the  ‘short’,  the  relation  between  them  being  2:3.  The  recruitment  of 
Welsh  mercenaries  to  serve  in  the  Empress’s  army  (commanded  by  her  half-brother  Robert, 
Earl  of  Gloucester,  who  was  also  Lord  of  Glamorgan),  and  payments  for  all  sorts  of  supplies, 
would  have  transferred  much  of  this  lightweight  specie  into  Welsh  hands;  indeed,  the  Wenallt 
hoard  is  doubtless  a  case  in  point. 

The  Swansea  pennies  of  Henri  de  Neubourg  are  of  very  great  interest.  The  mint  was 


‘It  reads  I  IVNIOHV,  viz.  |  |AN  IOHA,  strongly  suggestive  of  Johannes  de  Sanate  Johanne.  Jean 
de  St.  Jean,  a  figure  in  the  Empress’s  entourage  who  may  possibly  have  acted  as  steward  or  seneschal  at 
Cardiff  during  Earl  Robert’s  captivity,  Septeniber-October  1141.  The  reverse  type  and  mint  are  in 
harmony  with  this  suggestion. 
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probably  established  in  1 136  when  there  would  have  been  a  need  to  pay  the  beleaguered  gar 
rison;  its  first  products,  doubtless,  included  the  Class  A  Stephens  in  this  hoard.  The  Class  B 
coins  in  Henri's  name  show'  that  a  generally  discounted  reference  in  a  brief  descent  of  the 
Lordship,  composed  towards  1300,  is  correct  in  stating  that  he  reconquered  Gower  in  the 
time  of  K  ing  Stephen  -  by  1141,  perhaps,  according  to  our  dating  of  the  hoard. 

A  full  report  on  the  Wenallt  hoard  will  appear  in  the  British  Numismatic  Journal.

Through  the  kindness  of  the  finder,  Mr  D.  E.  Critoph,  and  of  the  staff  of  the  Buck 
inghamshire  County  Museum,  Aylesbury.  1  am  permitted  to  record  a  stray  find  from 
Mursley,  of  a  St  Edmund  Memorial  penny.  Mr  Critoph  found  the  coin  on  fresh  plough  soil 
while  field-walking.  It  is  bent  almost  double.  In  attempting  to  straighten  it  he  broke  a  chip  off 
the  edge,  and  weakened  the  rest  of  the  fabric  somewhat,  before  realizing  that  it  would  be 
better  to  let  well  alone.  The  fractured  edge  is  granular  in  appearance,  making  it  obvious  that 
the  coin  is  brittle.  The  stresses  of  the  attempted  unbending  have  cracked  the  olive-brown 
‘skin'  here  and  there.  For  example,  the  upper  serif  of  the  large  A  (which  stands  for  Anglorum ) 
has  produced  a  shadow  crack  on  the  reverse.  Apart  from  the  recent  damage  to  it,  the  coin  is

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very  fresh,  and  one  would  have  described  its  condition  as  an  attractive  good  VF  or  better. 
The  nature  of  the  damage  seems  to  guarantee  that  the  coin  was  bent  to  its  present  shape  in 
the  tenth  century,  before  leaching  and  corrosion,  etc.,  had  caused  embrittlement. 

The  coin's  secondary  characteristics,  in  fact,  add  greatly  to  its  interest.  Although  pecking 
and  bending  (as  a  means  of  testing  the  quality  of  the  metal)  are  associated  especially  with  the 
hoards  from  Scandinavia  and  the  Slav  lands,  they  are  not  unknown  in  England.  Miss 
Archibald  has  drawn  attention  to  the  pecking  of  coins  in  the  Cuerdale  hoard.1  A  proportion 
of  the  St  Edmund  Memorial  coins  from  the  same  hoard  are  slightly  bent.  In  an  important 
study  of  pecking  and  bending,  Professor  Maimer  has  recently  pointed  out  that  slight  bending 
is  common  among  coins  from  English  hoards  of  the  tenth  and  eleventh  centuries,  and  that 
strongly  bent  coins  are  also  occasionally  found.2 

With  a  small  chip  missing,  the  Mursley  coin  weighs  1. 160  g  (24.7  gr).  Its  intact  weight  may 
be  estimated  at  25.0-25.1  gr,  which  is  exceptionally  heavy.  The  die-axis  is  c.  180°.  As 
photography  is  impracticable,  a  careful  sketch  of  the  legends  is  given  below. 

The  short  legends  of  seven  characters  are  reminiscent  of  the  group  of  St  Edmund  Memorial 
pence  in  the  Morley  St  Peter  hoard,-1  where  nos.  7  and  8  read  SCEADMV,  and  nos.  9-18  are 
even  more  abbreviated  and  blundered,  although  still  in  an  elegant  and  regular  style.  The 
Mursley  Find  is  close  enough  to  this  style  for  one  to  ask  whether  it  may  not  be  from  the  same 
stable.  No.  9.  incidentally,  matches  its  very  high  weight.  The  reverse  legend,  which  pre¬ 
sumably  represents  in  a  slightly  blundered  version  the  name  of  the  known  moneyer  Abonel,  is 
without  any  close  parallel  in  the  exact  form  in  which  it  appears  on  this  coin,  but  this  need  not 
surprise  us  as  the  ‘post-Cuerdale’  pieces  have  had  a  very  low  survival-rate.4 

The  St  Edmund  Memorial  pence  in  the  Morley  St  Peter  hoard  may  be  judged  to  have  been 
struck  between,  say,  c.  910  and  c.  918.5  If  that  is  a  correct  assessment,  the  Mursley  find  may 
have  been  struck  and  lost,  as  nearly  as  one  can  say,  within  the  quinquennium  915-20. 

Mursley  used  to  be  a  more  considerable  place  than  it  is  today.  In  the  thirteenth  century  it 
had  a  weekly  market  and  a  three-day  fair.  In  Domesday  Book  it  gives  its  name  to  a  hundred. 
It  may  have  derived  its  prosperity  from  its  location  half-way  along  a  road  from  Buckingham 
(fortified  by  Edward  the  Elder  in  914)  and  Dunstable.6  At  the  date  when  the  coin  was  lost  it 
seems  possible  that  Mursley  was  temporarily  on  the  frontier  of  the  Danelaw.  In  915  arfd  917 
the  English  advanced  into  Bedfordshire  and  within  a  few  more  years  they  were  in  control  in 
East  Anglia. 

St  Edmund  Memorial  pennies  were  a  Danelaw  coinage,  circulating  chiefly  in  East  Anglia. 
The  Mursley  provenance  is  of  interest  as  being  unusually  far  west.  As  it  is  perfectly  well 
authenticated,  it  gives  us  a  crumb  of  extra  encouragement  to  accept  the  Rusher  Davies  finds 
from  Cholsey  and  Long  Wittenham7  as  genuine.  The  recent  excavations  at  Northampton, 

too,  have  yielded  three  further  specimens8  from  well  outside  East  Anglia.

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REVIEWS 

Principal  Coins  of  the  Romans,  Vol.  ///.*  The  Dominate  AD  294-498 ,  by  R.  A.  G.  Carson. 
10  x  7j  ins.,  1  12pp.  London.  British  Museum  Publications.  Cloth,  £20  (plus  £1.50  packing 
and  postage). 

With  the  publication  of  this  third  and  final  volume  Robert  Carson,  Keeper  of  Coins  and 
Medals  in  the  British  Museum,  has  completed  a  self  imposed  task  of  several  years  standing. 
PCR  I  and  II  were  published  in  1978  and  1980  respectively  but  the  work  of  putting  all  three 
volumes  together  obviously  goes  much  further  back  in  time  and  the  concise  and  erudite 
information  distilled  down  into  these  pages  reflect  a  lifetime  of  study  by  one  of  our  most 
distinguished  workers  in  the  field  of  Roman  numismatics.  Rather  like  Caesar.  Robert  Carson 
decided  to  divide  into  three  parts  and  thereby  ‘conquer"  the  Roman  series,  running  from 
c.  290  B.C.  to  A.D.  498.  To  evaluate  the  coinage  of  some  800  years  is  a  daunting  task  and 
the  completion  of  the  third  volume  of  PCR  deserves  the  victor's  laurel  crown.  The  dividing 
line  chosen  between  PCR  II  and  III  is  the  mint  reform  of  Diocletian  in  294,  from  which  point 
the  reader  is  led  through  all  the  emperors  (and  usurpers),  denominations  and  types  down  to 
Anastasius.  Diocletian's  reform  is  one  of  the  major  watersheds  in  Roman  numismatics.  It  is 
of  particular  interest  in  the  period  following  to  see  the  change  of  the  old  denominations  and 
types  as  they  slide  into  the  new,  especially  with  the  later  acceptance  of  Christianity  and  its 
allied  iconography  and  the  move  into  the  distinct,  Byzantine,  styles  of  the  eastern  Roman 
empire.  Most  of  us  forget  that  this  eastern  empire  was  to  continue  for  almost  another  one 
thousand  years  until  1453. 

Each  of  the  major  sections  of  the  book  (ten  in  all)  is  introduced  by  a  short  but  detailed 
resume  of  the  period  to  be  covered.  This  contains  not  only  historical  information  but  also 
includes  very  pertinent  points  on  the  mints  and  changes  in  metrology.  Although  nominally 
concerned  with  the  ‘Principal  Coins',  and  515  pieces  are  illustrated  actual  size  in  the  book,  it 
is  good  to  notice  the  high  number  of  medallions  featured  (36).  Most  of  the  gold  and  silver 
pieces  are  multiples  of  the  standard  denominations  but  in  all  three  metals  the  medallions  are 
most  interesting  for  their  often  historical  comments  and  the  opportunity  to  see  some  of  the 
finest  examples  of  the  engravers'  art  of  the  third  to  fifth  centuries. 

With  any  numismatic  work  featuring  so  many  coins  it  is  necessary  to  take  note  of  the 
illustrations,  and  thereby  the  printing.  Unfortunately  there  is  an  unevenness  of  inking,  in 
many  instances  allied  with  photographs  that  were  far  too  dark  for  reproduction  in  the  first 
instance.  Most  of  the  early  gold  pieces  are  generally  very  black;  pieces  such  as  the  splendid 
facing  bust  aureus  of  Maxentius  (1253)  with  its  wolf  and  twins  reverse  is  so  black  as  to  be 
almost  totally  obscured.  Similarly,  a  lot  of  the  bronze  folles  vary  from  being  either  too  muddy 
or  too  bright.  The  medallions  fare  best  throughout  the  book;  being  larger  pieces  generally  the 
photographer  obviously  felt  happier  with  his  lighting  and  got  better  results  although  a  couple 
of  the  earlier  examples  have  reproduced  almost  as  if  they  were  engravings.  The  quality  of 
illustrations  improves,  literally,  half  way  through  the  book  around  page  50  but  the  last  coin,  a 
bronze  of  Anastasius  (1665)  is  a  dark  full  stop  ending. 

The  survey  of  the  coinage  and  its  issuers  is  completed  with  a  Concordance  of  numbers  to 
the  basic  reference  works  (RIC  VI-IX,  Cohen ,  LRBC ,  etc..)  and  four  indexes:  Emperors, 
relatives,  etc.;  Mints;  Types;  General.  Since  mints  and  mint  signatures  become  so  important 
in  the  coinage  of  the  period  under  review  a  map  showing  their  locations  would  have  been  a 
useful  addition. 

PCR  III  is  a  relatively  slim  volume  and  its  price  really  has  to  be  considered  in  relation  to 
the  overall  cost  of  the  set  ( PCR  I,  £15;  II.  £25),  an  outlay  of  £60  for  all  three  volumes.  This  is 
not  so  expensive  if  it  is  compared  with  the  forthcoming  RIC  VIII  at  around  £80  for  a  very 
specialist  survey  of  a  particular  period,  or  with  other  available  publications  covering  the 
whole  of  the  Roman  series  that  are,  admittedly,  half  the  price  but  have  less  than  half  the 
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number  of  pieces  featured  in  the  three  volumes  of  PCR.  Robert  Carson  has  performed  a  great 
service  for  Roman  numismatics  in  producing  a  masterly  survey  in  these  three  volumes  in  a 
handy  format  that  will  obviously  stand  the  test  of  time  and  use.  P.A.C.

Augustus:  Handlist  of  the  exhibition  and  supplementary  studies ,  by  Susan  Walker  and 
Andrew  Burnett.  1 1  j-  x  8j  ins.,  64pp.,  7  plates.  London,  British  Museum  Occasional  Paper 
No.  16.  Paper  covers,  £4  (postage  included;  obtainable  only  direct  from  the  British  Museum, 
London,  WC1B  3DG). 

Supplementing  the  handbook  to  the  exhibition  The  Image  of  Augustus’  (June  Bulletin , 
p.  170),  this  handlist  includes  entries  for  the  243  objects  displayed  at- the  BM.  The 
information  includes  exact  descriptions  of  each  object,  dimensions,  materials  and  details  of 
manufacture.  Controversial  and  important  questions  of  identification  and  date  are  concisely 
discussed  with  bibliographical  references  for  each  object. 

The  five  supplementary  studies  are  concerned  with  new  identifications  of  objects  selected 
for  the  exhibition.  These  comprise  a  list  of  cities  which  issued  coin  portraits  of  Augustus;  a 
marble  portrait  head  from  Alexandria  identified  as  Mark  Antony;  a  newly  identified  marble 
relief  with  portraits  of  two  freedwomen;  an  alternative  interpretation  of  the  ‘Sword  of 
Tiberius’;  and  a  discussion  of  the  civic  portraits  of  Gaius  and  Lucius  Caesar.

Detector  keeps  his  Roman  find.  The  Guardian,  8  May 
A  hoard  of  21 1  Roman  silver  coins  found  in  a  ploughed  field  near  Mildenhall,  Suffolk,  was 
declared  treasure  trove  at  an  inquest  yesterday.  It  was  discovered  by  Mr  Thornton  Vale,  aged 
53  a  lorry  driver  of  Queensway,  Mildenhall,  on  December  13  last  year,  with  the  help  of  a 
metal  detector.  The  hoard  was  about  lOin  down  on  a  farm  belonging  to  Mr  Reg  Taylor-Balls 
at  the  village  of  Freckenham.  Mr  Vale  said  he  planned  to  split  the  reward  with  Mr  Taylor- 
Balls.  Terence  Rodney  Volk,  assistant  keeper  of  the  department  of  Coins  and  Medals  at 
Fizwilliam  Museum,  Cambridge,  said  the  coins  covered  a  period  of  10  Roman  emperors  from 
Julian  in  360  AD  to  Honorious,  423  AD.  Mr  Volk  added:  “The  overall  condition  of  the  coins 
is  consistent  with  them  having  been  hidden  sometime  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  5th 
century.  The  disturbed  condition  of  the  province  of  Britain  following  the  withdrawal  of  the 
legionary  garrison  in  410  would  explain  the  failure  of  the  coin’s  owner  to  have  reclaimed 
them.” 


Anglo-Saxon  sceatta.  The  Financial  Times,  18  May 
A  rare  eighth-century  coin,  a  silver  sceatta,  smaller  than  a  new  |p  piece,  spotted  by  a  building 
worker  during  the  construction  of  the  Mews,  Aldwark,  housing  development  in  York,  has 
been  presented  to  the  York  Archaeological  Trust  by  the  developer,  Shepherd  Homes.  The 
coin  was  struck  in  the  reign  of  Eadbehrt,  King  of  Northumbria  (AD  737-58). 

Saxon  coins  valued.  Evening  Post  Echo,  21  May 
Saxon  coins  found  by  amateur  treasure  hunters  have  finally  been  valued  by  the  British 
Museum.  The  six  silver  pennies,  dating  from  AD  915  to  930,  have  been  valued  at  £900  by  a 
panel  of  coin  experts  and  Treasury  officials.  The  British  Museum  wants  to  keep  two  of  the 
pennies  dating  from  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Elder  and  Athelstan,  the  son  and  grandson  of 
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Alfred  the  Great.  It  also  says  it  will  pay  the  finders,  ink  technologists  Tony  Gill,  of  Cardiff 
Road.  Watford,  and  his  partner  Denis  Williams,  £475  for  them.  The  remaining  four  are  being 
offered  to  Watford  Museum  for  £425  although  one  of  them  is  believed  to  be  in  such  poor 
condition  that  it  has  only  a  nominal  value  of  £5. 

A  report  is  being  prepared  for  Watford  Council's  civic  amenities  committee  to  consider  if  it 
should  buy  the  four  pennies  for  the  museum.  All  the  coins  were  found  in  Whippendell  Woods 
near  Watford  last  summer.  A  team  of  archaeologists  from  the  Watford  and  South  West 
Hertfordshire  Archaeological  Society  hopes  to  begin  work  on  excavating  the  site  next  month.

Peter  Samwell,  born  8  May  1775,  brother  ot  Com¬ 
mander  Wm.

This  officer  entered  the  Navy,  6  April,  1790,  on 
board  the  Spider  cutter,  Lieut.-Commander  Lanyon, 
stationed  on  the  coast  of  Ireland  and  in  the  Channel.  In 
1791  he  became  in  succession  attached,  as  Midshipman, 
to  the  Cambridge  74  and  St.  George  98,  flagships  of  Sir 
Rich.  Bickerton  at  Plymouth;  and  he  next,  from  Feb. 
1793  until  May.  1797,  served,  in  the  same  capacity  and 
as  Master's  Mate,  in  the  Captain  74,  Capts.  Sam. 
Reeve,  Thos.  Seccombe,  John  Smith,  Stewart,  and 
Ralph  Willett  Miller.  In  1793-4  he  served  ashore  at  the 
occupation  of  Toulon,  and  co-operated  in  the  reduction 
of  Corsica,  where  he  assisted  in  dragging  guns  up  the 


hills  and  in  erecting  batteries.  In  1795  he  was  present  in 
Admiral  Hotham's  two  partial  actions.  On  the  first 
occasion.  14  March,  the  Captain  was  for  an  hour  and 
20  minutes  in  close  action  with  Ca  Ira  80  and  Censeur 
74,  whose  united  broadsides  killed  and  wounded  several 
of  her  people,  besides  inflicting  considerable  damage  on 
her  hull,  masts,  and  rigging.  On  the  memorable  14  Feb. 
1797,  when  Sir  John  Jervis  defeated  the  Spanish  fleet  off 
Cape  St.  Vincent.  Mr.  Samwell  fought  as  Master's  Mate 
under  the  broad  pendant  of  Commodore  Nelson,  and 
was  one  of  those  who  with  the  hero  boarded  the  San 
Nicolas  80  and  San  Josef  1 12.  After  serving  for  a  few 
weeks  with  Sir  John  Jervis  in  the  Ville  de  Paris  1 10,  he 
was  nominated,  16  June,  1797,  Acting-Lieutenant  of  the 
Mutine  18,  Capts.  Thos.  Masterman  Hardy  and  Wm. 
Hoste;  in  which  vessel,  being  confirmed  to  her  by  com¬ 
mission  dated  6  Feb.  1798,  he  performed  the  duties  of 
First-Lieutenant  at  the  battle  of  the  Nile.  He  continued 
to  serve  in  her  -  participating  intermediately  in  many 
cutting-out  affairs  on  the  south  coast  of  France  —  until 
July,  1801,  where  the  effects  of  a  severe  hurt,  received  in 
the  preceding  year,  obliged  him  to  invalid.  His  last 
appointments  were  —  in  March,  1804,  for  five  months  to 
the  Goliath  74,  Capt.  Chas.  Brisbane,  stationed  in  the 
Channel  -  6  April,  1805,  to  the  Sea  Fencible  service  - 
and,  in  April,  1807,  to  the  charge  of  a  Signal-station  in 
the  island  of  Sheppy,  where  he  remained  (with  the 
exception  of  an  interval  of  18  months  in  1814—15)  until 
23  March,  1816.
